SANDWICH ISLANDS. 
A couple of weeks since, an extract from an English 
Publication, severely reflecting upon the American Mis- 
stonarics, at the Sandwich Islands, was published in the 
Galaxy. We stated at the time, that we knew not what 
degree of truth the extract contained, and were ready to 
publish a refutation, when we were put in possession of 
data upon which to build it.
